tie do not hare Information on training of medical scientists 
specifically for overseas service. However, the expanded training 
of physicians said their level of professional competency will permit 
expansion of their program of aedle&l aid to underdeveloped nation®. 
Indeed, the Soviets have reaped the benefits from small, veil -equipped 
hospitals in certain areas and have used these facilities to further 
their political (conventional end unconventional) and economic 
objectives. Physicians assigned to these units have been average 
to superior in ability and have, in most instances, been conversant 
in the language of the country to which they are assigned.
